Menlo Park School District’s 
budget for the 1963-64 fiscal 
year will show only a modest 
$47,000 increase in expendi- 
tures over the current year’s 
budget, it was indicated Tues- 
day night. 

But while expenditures will 
increase only from an estimat- 
ed $1,420,265 for the current 
year to an estimated $1,467,000 
for the coming year, the total 
budget next year will be up to 
$1,600,000, as reserves are built 
up. 

These projections were sub- 
mitted to the school district’s 
board of trustees by Business 
Manager John Richert, who 
conceded that the budget was 
“pretty much of a mess” at this 
time. 


In most cases, he said, he had 
to work with “round figures” 
rather than details because 
of such things as the school 
district’s salary schedule for 
next year, which wasn’t de- 
finitely adopted until Tues- 
day night.

Menlo Park School District 
trustees Tuesday okayed a pro- 
posed new salary schedule for 
teachers. It’ll raise starting sal- 
aries from $5000 to $5100 per 
year. 


And they also gave Super- 
intendent Franklyn O. White 
a resounding vote of confi- 
dence in the form of a new 
four-year contract, at a sal- 
ary of $19,500 per year. 


The new salary schedule was 
passed with some new inclu- 
sions for the district's policy 
statement regarding salary in- 
creases. Most of the discussion 
concerned whether or not ad- 
vanced degrees — those of MA 
or PhD — were in the lony run 
as valuable as postgraduate 
courses aimed more specifical- 
ly at improved work in the 
classroom. 

As finally worked out, the 
pay chart for the district con- 
tains 10 steps for “experience” 
— that is, annual raises for 
each year for the first 10. It 
also includes 10 steps for “pro 
fessional growth increments” 
— that is, for postgraduate 
work done beyond the bache- 
lor’s degree. 

Further, an increase af $200 
is added when a té@acher | 
achieves ‘tenure, $500 may be 
added to a teacher’s salary if 
he’s designated an “outstand- 
ing” teacher. 


And teachers can make 
more money by assuming 
added responsibilities during 
the school year, or by work- 
ing for the school district 
during the summer or at oth- 
er times beyond the contract 
year. 


The board, besides raising 
the pay of teachers, granted in- 
creases all along the line. 
Classified salaries were in- 
creased an average of about 
3% per cent but, according to 
District Business Manager 
John Richert, this doesn’t in- 
clude automatic increments for 
some employees. 

E. Hugh Taylor, lay member 
of the teachers’ salary commit- 
tee, summarized the discus- 
sions concerning advanced de- 
grees which have been going 
on. 

He said he didn’t feel an MA 
degree guaranteed good class- 
room performance, and that 
therefore an advanced degree 
shouldn't. guarantee a mone 
tary reward. 

Trustee Dr. Glen Haydon, al- 
so a member of the salary com- 
mittee, explained the other 
view: 

Pay has to be balanced with 
‘classroom work, he said, but 
giving a greater reward for ad- 
vanced degrees would help as- 
sure that the best brains iin a 


community would be attracted 
to the teaching profession.

Kelley said the annexation 
proponents “have nothing to 
worry about” in regard to the 
disposition of the former Ney- 
lan property. 

“We have no plans for de- 
velopment in the foreseeable 
future,” he stressed.

“We do not believe that the 
joining together of these two 
very large communities, Wood- 
side and Portola Valley, would 
provide a sound tax base for 
proper community services 
anywhere within the new 
town,” it continued. 

Kelley told the Recorder 
Tuesday that his firm was 
satisfied with the present 
county jurisdiction over the 
valley. 

Dr. Nevin Hiester, the Ac- 
tion Group’s spokesman, told 
the commission that the annex- 
‘ation proceedings could be tor- 
pedoed if valley residents re- 
presenting more than 50 per 
cent of the land value oppose 
the merger. 

The Kelley land represents 
a sizeable part of the area in- 
cluded in the annexation boun- 
daries, he said. Preliminary 
plans call for annexation of 
6370 acres — or about 7400 
acres if the Stanford Biological 
Gardens are included.

The League, however, has 
urged the town council and the 
county to call for some modifi- 
cations in the highway plan. 

For instance, they call for a 
four-lane Alameda de las Pul- 
gas, where the county plan 
calls for a sixane road. 

Also, concerning Middlefield 
Road, the League said its stu- 
dies have indicated that flood 
control is a primary considera- 
tion and that, if the road is 
widened, the work can be done 
primarily on the west side to 
preserve the greatest number 
of permanent trees. 

The League also calls for the 
retention of sidewalks. | 

Concerning Marsh Road, the 
League points out that “first 
phase” improvements — those 
to be undertaken before 1970 
— will only affect the 200 feet 
nearest to the Middlefield Road 
intersection. This will not ma- 
terially affect traffic through 
Atherton from east to west, in 
the view of the League’s board 
of directors, the letter said.
